During the war the staff worked 
largely on dehydrated foods to help 
the armed forces, Since. that time 











a large share of the laboratory's re- | 
ged 


search is deyoted to new processes 
for fruits and vegetables that pro- 
tect the natural colors, flavors and 
vitamins at the same time make 
substantial reductions in’ shipping 
costs. Industries 100 per cent work- 
ing with the laboratory are now 
getting interested in dehydro freez- 
ing. lt is, worth anyone’s while to 
take a trip through this plant. The 
laboratory is located on 15 acres 
on Buchanan, Street in Albany 
which was purchased by the vari- 
ous Chamber of Commerce organi- 
zations in Alameda County. ‘hey 
now employ more than 300 people, 
many of them owning their own 
homes in Albany. 

Another major industry introduc- 
ed about the same period is the 
Golden Gate ‘Turf Club, better 
known as the Albany Race Track. 
Ground was broken November .27, 
1939. This ceremony was witnessed 
by more than 8000 people In De- 
cember of 1940 the track was com- 
pleted and first races were run. 
Bad weather and the unsettled con- 
ditions internationally caused the 
track to close, The tract was then 
used as the Navy Amphibious 
Landing Craft Base, In 1947 the 
Golden Gate Fields reopened asa 
major thoroughbred racing estab- 
lishment and has grown to occupy 
an increasing role in the commun- 
ity. This fact has been underscored 
recently with the formal dedica- 
tion of the Golden Gate Fields Golf 
Course and Driving Range, which 
General Manager Charles E, ‘Cough- 
lin opened on August 18th of this 
year—nine holes of regulation dis- 
tance. and championship greens. 
Public opening of the golf course 
climaxed five years of planning by 





Coughlin and the Golden Gate 
Fields Board of Directors, 
The management had sought, 


since the track resumed operations 
after the war, to put to beneficial 
use the 36 acres of land within the 
racing strip. Owing to the tidal ac- 
tion of the waters of San Fran- 
cisco Bay, creation of infield lakes 
has been recognizing 
the long-standing need for addi- 
tional facilities within 
easy reach of the million and a half 
people in Albany, Berkeley, Rich- 
mond, Oakland and their adjoining

directorate, at Coughlin’s urging, 
last winter approved the construc- 
tion of the golf course. 

Built at an estimated cost of 


$100,000, and designed by Jack 
Fleming, noted golf architect who 
is responsible for San Francisco's 
four municipal courses, the infield 
lay-out at Golden Gate Fields has 
proved an overnight success and a 
boon to the thousands of local play- 
ers who have long hoped for a 
close-in course. 

From the first day, the patronage 
has been heavy, and Coughlin has 
in mind a series of events, includ- 
ing high school and college tourna- 
ments that will make the new facil- 
ity available to the widest possible 
number of persons. In addition to 
the nine holes, the infield course 
includes a modern pro shop, erected 
next ‘to the totalizer board, a huge 
practice putting green and more 
than 30: practice putting greens. 


Economically the track has meant | 


much to-Albany. During the rac- 
ing season its employment rolls 
number more than 800, not count- 
ing the 1500 or more horsemen, 
jockeys, trainers, grooms and 
“backstretch” employees not on the 
track payroll. Nor does it include 
the concession employees. 

It has been estimated the pay- 
roll at the Golden Gate Fields dur- 
ing the racing season totals ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. A direct 
benefit from the track is the $100,- 
000 a year which the Pacific Turf 
Club, Inc., pays in local and county 
property and admission taxes. 

Without Golden Gate Fields, 
property taxes in Albany would of 
necessity be materially increased— 
the track pays a considerable per- 
centage of the total city tax roll 
each year. Well aware of its com- 
munity responsibility, the track 
management has adopted a policy 
of consistent participation in com- 
munity programs. 

Coughlin in particular stresses 
the role which Golden Gate Fields 
“must play as a responsible mem- 
ber of the community, fully con- 
scious of our vital interest in com- 
munity welfare.” He,points out that 
a compelling factor in the decision 
to build the golf course was “the 
realization that by doing so we 
would be making a direct contribu-
